STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Brookline, in the County 
of Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote m 
Town and State Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet in the Daniels Academy 
Hall, in said town, on Tuesday, the ninth day of March 
next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

ARTICLE I. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 

ArT. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the year ensuing, and make 
appropriations for the same. 

Art. 3. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees, and other officers heretofore chosen, and pass any 
vote relating to the same. 

Art. 4. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways and 
bridges. 

Art. 5. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the expense of Brookline Public 
Library. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money necessary to secure State Aid 
for the permanent improvement of the highways, under the 
law passed at the January session, nineteen hundred and 
five. 

Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 
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Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for destroying brown-tail moths 
and gypsy moths, and also the Elm-tree beetles. 

ArT. 9. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to appropriate to the Town History Committee. | 

ArT. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for cutting brush along the high- 
ways, or take any action in relation to the same. 

ArT. 11. To see what action the town will take in ob- 
serving Old Home Week, raise and appropriate money for 
the same. 

Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of State Highways, 
or take any action in relation to the same. 

ArT. 13. To see what action the town will take in rela- 
tion to making a discount on taxes paid before December 
Rot, LOLS. 

ArT. 14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow the amount of money necessary for 
the fiscal year, and pay the same back from taxes when 
collected, or take any action in relation to the same. 

Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of fifty dollars ($50) for the Tree Warden, or take any 
action in relation to the same. 

Art. 16. To see* what action the town will take in re- 
gard to grading the ground around the Daniels Academy 
Building, or take any action in relation to the same, or 
raise and appropriate any money for the same. 

Art. 17. To'see what action the town will take in regard 
to buying a set of hay scales, raise and appropriate money 
for the same or take any action in regard to the same. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to build a receiv- 
ing tomb in the South cemetery, raise and appropriate 
money for the same, or take any action in regard to the 
same. 

ArT. 19. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars ($150) 
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for the purchase of a new Power Spraying machine, or 
take any action in relation to the same. 

Art. 20. To see what action the town will take toward 
extending the electric lines on any of the highways. 

ArT. 21. To see if the town will vote to accept one hun- 
dred dollars ($100) from the estate of E. W. Smith, for the 
perpetual care of the lot in the South cemetery known as 
the Smith and Bean lot, or act in any way in relation to 
the same. 

Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to accept one hun- 
dred dollars ($100) from the estate of Edward P. Gerrish 
for the perpetual care of his lot in the South cemetery, or 
take any action in relation to the same. 

ArT. 23. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to repairing the sidewalks, and raise and appropriate money 
for the same. :
